Tavern League renews 
push drop drinking ag<

Despitethe fact that many statistics 

show that drinking-driving accidents 

involving drivers between the ages of 

-18-21 have lessened greatly since the

legislature raised Wisconsin's drinking ! 
age in 1986, there are legislators that 
have promised to back the Wis. Tavern 
League's drive to drop the drinking age 

back to 19. 

Chief lobbyist for the tavern league, 
Gervase Hephner, told the league that 
the age drop is now a major project of 
the league's.. 

League president, Gil Meisgeier of 
Salem, former owner of two bars that 
catered to young people located on Rte. 
83 in the five miles between the Illinois 
border and Hwy. 50 that law en- 
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forcement agencies named u Blood 
Alley" in 1981, says that policing the 21- 
year-old drinking age is impossible. 

Meisgeier now owns one quiet 
restaurant on the site of one of those 

bars. 

Law enforcement agencies and 
municipalities in southeastern 
Wisconsin have backed the 21-year-old 
law. 

So have those agencies in Illinois, 
since that state's teens are no longer 
driving long miles to and from the 
drinking spas in Wisconsin. 

Since it has been reported that many 
Wisconsin taverns have either lost a lot 
of business, or closed since the 21-year- 
old law went into effect two years ago, 
and since the fact that the liquor lobby 
has long been one of Wisconsin's 
strongest, it will be interesting to see 
which wins, the idea of partially 
protecting the lives of both state's teens 
or bringing more business to the area's 
bars.

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Hard-hearted leader 
family softy beneath

Whenever crew-cut Rudy Kuzel 
shows up on television to blast Chrysler 
Corp. Chairman Lee Iaccoca or do 
battle across the company bargaining 
table he looks rough, tough and ready to 
fight. He is and does when it involves 
the members of Local 72 of the United 
Auto Workers. 

That's his job. From 6 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
each weekday; sometimes midnight 
and weekends, too, he is the man who 
represents the 5,200 union members 
assembling Plymouth Horizons and 
Jeep engines in Kenosha. All that is 
going to change come Dec. 31. Only 
about 1,000 employees will remain in 
the engine plant. So will Kuzel, who has 
been doing battle with Chrysler 
management and American Motors 
Corp. before that since 1983. Officially 
known as chairman of the local, he will 
retain his full-time union job when all 
but the motor assembly plant closes. 
There even is an office in the plant for 
Kuzel and fellow union officers. 

"Yes, we are a militant union," Kuzel 
admits. "That's the way it has been 
since the union organized in this plant 
back in 1933. Local 72 has always had a 
unique relationship with American 
Motors and its predecessor companies. 
We controlled all company facilities 
beginning with the bulk of production 
here in Kenosha. If we shut down this 
plant we closed the company. We could 
make demands and get what we 
wanted." 

At the height of automobile 
production in Kenosha there were 
16,500 union employees. That was 1961, 
three years after Kuzel got a job 
machining pistons in the motor plant. 
Today there are 5,200 working union 
members. Of this number, 60 percent 
live in Kenosha County, 12 percent in 
Racine where Kuzel lives, 12 percent in 
Lake County and the remaining 16 
percent in the counties surrounding 
Kenosha. Today's average union 
assembler earns $14 an hour, up to $23 
with benefits. 

Outside of his job, Kuzel, 52, is a mild- 
mannered, personable family man. His 
wife of 30 years, Connie, is a 
telemarketing specialist in the in- 
dustrial cleaning products division. 
They are high school sweethearts from 
St. Catherine's with three children, 
including a daughter in Zion with their 
three grandchildren, a son in San 
Francisco and another at home. 

Rising at 4:30 a.m. every morning, 
Kuzel takes his pet Doberman for a two 
to three mile walk before leaving for 
work so he can be in the office by 6 a.m. 
On an average day he returns home at 5 



or 5:30 p.m. 

Both he and his wife are vegetarians, 
who also eat fish. "No, it's not dif- 
ficult," he said about such a diet. "All 
restaurants have seafood and salads,"

he said. "Or you can always order a 
pizza without the pepperoni." As for 
late-night negotiations, he orders 
something without meat. Between the 
diet and giving up smoking in 1983, 
Kuzel now weighs 190 pounds. He would 
like to be 30 or 40 pounds less. 

Weekends he spends up north in a 
trailer near Wisconsin Dells where he 
and his wife go canoeing, hiking and 
what he calls "walkojogging," a 
combination of walking and jogging. 

Kuzel is a union and company man to 
the core. He drives a 1983 Concorde 
made by AMC with an in-line six, one of 
the best engines he said the company 
ever made. It has more than 100,000 
miles. Two months before Iaccoca 
announced the closing of the Kenosha 
plant he bought his wife a 1988 
Plymouth Voyager van. 

That announcement put Kuzel on the 
television screen almost every night 
last spring as he railed and assailed the 
company. Hanging tough, he won jobs 
for the union until the end of December. 
He also negotiated repayment of $57 
million of the almost-forgotten Em- 
ployee Investment Plan made to AMC 
during its lean years. "They said it 
couldn't be done, but we did it," Kuzel 
said. "I guess that's the reward of this 
job; doing something for those who look 
up to you." ___

This reviewer usually finds that the experts* fat 
man and the bald guy, etc.) pretty well hit the nail on 
the proverbial head when they turn thumbs up or 
down on a particular flick. They know what they're 
talking about and that's why they make the 
megabucks. 

BUT EVERY ONCE IN AWHILE, I think they 
forget what category movies come under - en- 
tertainment. They are so busy analyzing the technical 
pros and cons, that they don't give themselves a 
chance just to enjoy a film on its face value. 

This just might be the case with Tom Cruise's new 
vehicle "Cocktail." Most critics have deemed it 
worthless and given it less than two stars, calling it 
"predictable," "hackneyed," and too dependent on 
Cruise's charm. 

There's no denying that all three of these criticisms 
are true and yet - I found it a pleasant way to spend 
and hour and a half or so, and isn't that what en- 
tertainment's all about? 

I LIKE CRUISE, as young as he is, he has the 
carrisma that makes him one of the few-and-far- 
between superstars. He should be around about as 
long as Paul Newman and Robert Redford. \ 

Stars like these two and John Wayne appeared in 
many a "worthless" film but audiences flocked to the 
shows just to spend time with someone they liked. So 
its is with Cruise in "Cocktails." 

BUT THEN WHAT DO I KNOW? I could have 
listened for hours to that wonderful voice of Richard 
Burton's reading the Chicago Telephone Directory. 

The main premise of "Cocktails" is not a stale one. 
The possibility of becoming the John Tavolta of the 
lounge circuit, rhythmically juggling bottles and 
mixers instead of strutting on a disco floor is new and 
believable by today's singles bar standards. 

CRUISE IS CUTE, charming and sexy. And though 
the "boy gets girl, boy in search of money loses girl 
who turns out to be a little rich girl disguised as a 
waitress" plot is an old Hollywood standby, it flys, if 
only in "Cruise" speed. 

The sound track is infectous and had me bopping in 
my seat. Bryan Brown as Cruise's older mentor who 
catches the brass ring but finds he can't hold on to it, 
leads an able supporting cast. 

ALCOHOLICS ANNONYMOUS and Mothers 
Against Drunk Driving might be upset by the 
glorification of a world centered on booze, but that 
whole world is out there and the plot's final message is 
that happiness cannot be found in a glass, a liquor 
bottle or in a fat wallet. Worn or not, what's wrong 
with that?

If you heard that members of Whitesnake, Vow Wow. 
A-Ha, Thin Lizzy and Budgie had formed a band, what 
would you think? If you then heard that they had re- 
corded an album and invited along the likes of Glenn 
Hughes (Deep Purple), Ray Gillen (Black Sabbath), John 
Wetton (Asia) and Max Bacon(G.T.R.) to add to the 
vocals, you'd probably want to check them out. 

Well, they are Phenomena, and their precise intention 
was to create an LP worth more than just a cursory 
listen. What has resulted is Phenomena's RCA Records 
debut, Dreamrunner, produced by Tom Galley. 

"The most important thing on any album is to have 
fresh ideas," says Galley, "not only in the songwnting, 
but in the production." For that reason, he asked award- 
winning engineer Gerry Kitchingham, best known for 
his work with A-Ha, The Rolling Stones and Iggy Pop, 
to join the Dreamrunner project. 

As well as being the producer, Galley was instrumen- 
tal in making the band happen. He looks at Phenomena 
"' not only as a semblance of some of the industry s most 
talented performers, but as a project that becomes, in- 
his own words, three-dimensional in its intensity. 
And interestingly, the LP, like its eclectic assortment 
" of players, hints at its hard rock roots, but does so with 
stylish and power-driven melody lines. Leading oil the 
LP is the first single and futuristic fantasy video, Did 
It All For Love," sung by John Wetton, as weU as the 
Ray Gillen-performed "Stop," and Glenn Hughes 
"Hearts On Fire." - - 

And for all this, Galley should be credited with the 
fact that though anyone can put together a band of con- 
temporary musicians, only a very select few can make 
it work.
